Dr, Schushnigg gave o clear ih- 
dicntion that he would resign if he 
did not recelve o convincing vote of 
confidence on Sunday, He added: 
“I do not want to establish a per- 
sonal Government, Threats which 
can he connected: with tho Berchtes- 
gaden agreement cannot intimidate 
me, The agreement was in line 
with our policy and we shall kcep it, 
but not, more. U stand or fall by o 
confession of falth in tho Austrian 
pcople on Sunday.” 


Oficial circles in London decline 
to comment on the Austrian plicbls- 
cite, but unofficiol observers gencral- 
ly recoguiso the importance of a free 
people being allowed to express thelr 
own vicws and its destiny in on at- 
mosphere. untroubled by manifesta- 
tions of disorder.

One’ Japanese ofiicer, necompanied 
by. a squad of soldlers, with bayonets 
fixed, to-day climbed the wall and 
forced an entrance into the com- 
ound of the Methodist Misston’s 
Vuhu General Hospltal for the pur- 
pose of talclng Mra. Edith Hwang, a 
Chinese woman Interne, to thelr 
headquarters for questloning. 


The Superintendent of the Hos- 
pital, Dr. Robert E.- Brown, had

woman missioner, which was finally 
done. ‘ 


She was released after a brief 
questioning at the Japanese head- 
quarters where the commanding 
olficer expressed regrets to Dr, Brown 
for the Incident.

‘CHANGE OF FRONT 
If Mr, Masayuki Tani, the 


Japanese Minister-at-Large, was 
correctly quoted yesterday, he 
made a statement of more than 
passing importance, indicating 4 
vital: change of front regarding 
Japan’s attitude to Britain and 
her interests in the Far East. 
For once, a responsible Japanese 
spokesman forsook what has 
now become a diplomatic cliche, 
and said quite plainly that Japan 
must pay careful attention to 
the necessity of doing nothing 
which would violate British 
interests. Such a pronounce- 
ment is practically a volte face 
compared with the  scarcely- 
concealed arrogance, of previous 
observations by Japanese 
spokesmen.

because Britons are wishing it 
to be anything but a sincere 
approach “© towards improved 
Anglo - Japanese relations:

There is no parallel between 
a motor car and an. aeroplane..

The decision of His Excel- 
lency the Governor to take steps, 
to inquire into the rent problems 
of this Colony, a determination 
‘to see that landlords and 
tenants get fair treatment, in 
effect, is to be commended.

Mr. Henry James Ball was 
born in England in 1819, and 
received an excellent education 
amply fitting him for a career 
in the legal profession. 


He was educated at both Oxford 
und the University of London, from 
which institutions of learning, he 
received the degrees of Bachelor of 
Arts. 


Whilst he was apparently not in- 
terested in the law us a enreer until 
hiiy late twenties, he took it up with 
uvidity und served as Special Pleader 
from 1846 to 1853. In the — Intter 
year, he was. culled to the Bar of 
the Home Court, and twa years liter 
was woll established on a carcer in 
Her Majesty's Civil Service—being 
appointed Attorney General of Url- 
tish Honduras, 

His appointment to ongkong 
came about through the fortuitous 
establishment of the now defunct 
“Court of Summary Jurisdiction and 
arranging, for the nomination of a 
Judge thereof’—an Act passed by 
the Lestislative Council on March 22, 
1062, The Scerctary of State being 
duly notified and signifying his 
approval, designated Mr, Ball as the 
mon to fill. the new post, Mr, Wall 
himself was apparently under the lm- | 
pression that he bad been named 4 
Pulsne Jude, and did not reallie 
the difference until he was personal 
appraised of the fact by the Seere- 
tary of State previous to leaving 
London for Hongkong. 

He arrived in the ‘Colony on July 
7, 1862, and wus soon to prove his 
mettle os o brilliant but) wholly 1 
biased and temperamental jurist. 
It was revealed, too, that the Judge 
wos unfortunately suffering from 
epilepsy, which on account of the 
suddenness of its attacks were to 
render the Court sessions extremely 
preearious. Indeed, the malady was 
to colour many of the decisions de- 
Hvered in Court; for he often took 
the Hberty of “stretching” the Jaw" 
and giving the limit to some “poor 
devil” who had run afoul of the law 
and who had been tried and sen- 
tenced under his jurisdiction, 

Mr. Ball speedily acquired the re- | 
putation of being a “hard-boiled” 
Jude, but it was not until the p 
age of the notorious “Flogning 
dinance” (No. 12 of 1865) that he 
leupt into prominence when he clear- 
ty stated that he “would make no 
distinction between Europeans and 
Chinese, and in any case in which 
personal violence was used, he would 
pass a sentence which would include 
corporal punishment" : 


FLOGGING ORDINANCE 


Mr, Gall soon became greatly 
criticised for his interpretation of the 
“Hlongings ordinance’, as he seemed 
to. nbsolutely misconceive {ts real 
purpose. The act was designed by its 
framery to act as a wholesome deter- 
rent fo the “crime wave" of robbery 
by violence which had broken out in 
the latter part of the yenr 1864 and 
the first months of 1865. The rob-

United States investors have 
protested the Mexican Govern- 
ment’s seizures of Agua Caliente, 
a $10,000,000 pleasure resort on

For a period of 
many months he worked his way 
north lelsurely, mastering the 
Tibetan Janguage and the Buddhist 
fonsrue.

“T know this sounds silly," Bernard 
enld, “but I owas to them the 
relnearnation of some old Tibetan 
eplrit.

1 took a plane from 
Cteutta to London and was in New 
in three weeks.

Bernard said he planned to return 
to Tibet. “There's worl for several 
Ufetimes there," he told reporters. 
He brought from Tibet 50 mule-loads 
of manuscripts and several thousond 
feet of film, part of it in colour.

Those of us more concerned with Rugby League football will note this 


“with Interest, because similar faults have been our bugbear for many years, 


In- the Rugby League, the matter 
is more acute because the average 
game contains between 60 and 80 
scrummages, whereas in a Rugby 
Union mutch, the number may not 
exceed 30 to 40, because the line-out 
js used to bring the ball into play, 

The Rugby League, which must 
cater for the spectacular, cannot 
afford to have the game held up by 
these delays. Yet the truth stands 
out that the Rugby League is no 
nearer a solution of its scrummaging 
problem, ae 

A former member_of the Rugby 
League Council, Mr. E, Osborne, has 
gone so far os to suggest the ‘aboli- 
tion of the scrum from the game and 
a reduction in the number of players 
from 13 to 10, Neither proposal has 
commanded any measure of official 
support, but the mere fact that It 
has been propounded shows the ex- 
tent to which the problem has .cx- 
usperated and puzzled many of the 
best brains. 

The rulers of the Rugby League 
contend that the rules ore perfect— 
if only the players will play to them 
and referees insist upon thelr obser- 
vance. 


ELEMENT OVERLOOKED 


In League circles the troubiec 
attributed to bonuses and points 
the excessive keenness produced by 
the extra money ut stake for win- 
ning compared with losing money, 

Ts it not that in framing rules and 
regulations the authorities, both 
Union and League, overlook the 
greatest factor of all—human nature? 

Probably the last thing the major- 
ity of players think about is cheat- 
Ing, yet if the facts be faced, that fs 
the only word which can truthfully 
be applied to the men responsible for 
scrummaging faults. 


SIMPLIFY RULES 


Sometimes, In the League game 
especially, it is the half-backs who 
persist in putting the ball in unfalrly. 
At other times the outside forwards 
ore guilty of fect up, ot of hooking 
for the ball before it is properly in. 

Then again, the hooker may be 
guilty of atriking for the ball with 
the wrong foot, of swinging, or of 
using the loose arm. 

My contention “has always been in 
connection with Rugby League 
scrummaging that the rules should 
be amend and simplificd. They 
must be mnde so watertight os to 
leave nothing to chance—to the dia- 
cretion of referees; or to the good 
sportsmonship of the players. e

Judgment In H.K. 
Share Action 


Involving a principle of importance 
to share transoctlons » generally, . a 
claim for $1,535, being damages for 
breach of contract, was ‘brought by 
Mr. F. L. Silva against Mr. J. J. 
Gutterres before the Chief Justice, 
Slr Atholl MacGregor, in the Supreme 
Court thia morning. ; 

Plointif® alleged that he suffered’ 
damages through defendant's refusal 
to accent any pay for 500 (Old) Teic- 
phone shares, which’ he had con- 
31, 1037 -and 
delivered on June 22, He bought the 
shares for defendant ut $32.40 ‘cach, 
and on the Jatter’s non-acceptance, he 
had to sell them at $2.79, tnus re- 
sulting in o loss which formed the 
claim, 

The Hon. Mr. Leo D’Almada, Jnr., 
instructed by Mr. D, H. Blake, of 
Wilkinson and Grist, appeared for 
plaintiff. Defendant was represented 
by Mr. H. C, Macnamara, on the Ins- 
tructions of Mr, F, X. D'Almada, Jar, 
of D'Almada ond Mason. 

Hig Lordship gave judgment for 
plaintiff, with costs, and sald that in 
view of the importance of the prin- 
ciple involved he would put his de~ 
cision in writing at a later date. 

Mr, D'Almada said his client war 
a share-broker ond defendant was an 
agent of the Munufacturers Lie 
Insurance Co., by whom Mr, A. M, G 
Philippens, although not a party to 
the case but whose name would be 
mentioned, was also employed. The 
claim was for damages for breach of 
contract, and although the sum in- 
volved was small, the principle was 
‘an interesting one and possibly of 
some importance with regard to share 
transactions generally. 

QUESTION OF NUMBERS 

The parties, continued Counsel, 
were. agreed on a number of facts, 
and the only issue was whether or 
not plaintiff! hod fulfilied the con- 
ttrnct. by delivering to. defendant 
shares other than those bearing script 
No. 186, which, according to the 
pleadings, was part and parcel of the 
case. 

The contract was signed in the form 
generally jised in share transactionr 
and on which were the words “script 
to follow,” the oblect of wilh _ 
t event short selling and spccula~ 
toh on the market, Plaintiff? bought 
on behalf of defendant | 500 (old) 
Telephone shares from Messrs. Ellis 
and Edgar and supglicd the script 
No, 186 on April 8, which admittedly 
was much Tater than contalnlnice 
or by the rule In the contract. 

; Unrortunately, it was subsequent~, 
ly discovered that this number had 
already been allotted to Mr. Philip- 
pons ‘by Messrs. Ellis and Edgar, and 
when delivery was. made to de- 
fendant-on June settlement day, he 
refused to accept shares other than 
those bearing script No. 186. 7 

Continuing, Mr, D'Almada = sub- 
mitted that at tho time of the con- 
tract defendant did not care whot 
script number he was to get, and 
that he was now Insisting on his 
alleged legal rights because he knew 
the shares had fallen-in -vnlue. - He 
was well aware that when the script 
was supplied the number had alrendy 
teen allotted to. Mr. Philippens, and 
ff he were acting on the most Joud-

CHANGE OF FRONT 


If Mr. Masayuki Tani, the 
Japanese Minister-at-Large, was 
correctly quoted yesterday, he 
made a statement of more than 
passing importance, indicating a 
vital change of front regarding 
Japan's attitude to Britain and 
her interests in the Tar East. 
Yor once, a responsible Japanese 
spokesman forsook what has 
now become nx diplomatic cliche, 
and said quite plainly that Japan 
must pay careful attention to 
the necessity of doing nothing 
which would violate British 
interests. Such a pronounce- 
ment is practically a volte face 
compared . with the’ scarcely- 
concealed arrogance of previous 
observations by Japanese 
spokesmen. Britain, and es- 
pecially her nationg in the Far 
East, will heartily welcome this. 
changed attitude, and, if 
should be accepted with slight 
reserve by some, it will not be 
because Britons are wishing {t 
to be anything but a sincere 
approach towards improved 
Anglo - Japanese relations. 
Britain can at least feel that 
Japan is beginning to appreciate 
the realities of the situation so 
far as it concerns the tivo nations 
in the Orient. 

The Japanese Minister very, 
broadly hints that this change 
of front is due to the change 
in the British Foreign Office 
and an anticipated change of 
policy on the part of Britain in 
the Far East. But in view of 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s em- 
phatic reiteration that the 
Foreign Office shuffle docs not 
mean fundamental alteration in 
foreign policy, it is diMcult to 
know on what basis Japan 
anticipates that vital change of 
attitude, which Mr. Tan! 
describes as the “replacement of 
Japan 
would appear to be expecting. 
such far-reaching results from 
the Anglo-Italinn talks now 
under way, that she believes, or 
possibly just hopes, that. they 
will be reflected in future rela- 
tions between Britain and Japan. 
Perhaps too, Japan is being 
coached by her anti-Comintern 
colleagues, who, quite reason- 
ably, do not desire any undue 
antagonising of Britain when 80 
much in Europe is at atake, 
The anti-Comintern Pact is

CONGRATULATIONS 


The decision of His Excel- 
lency the Governor to take steps 
to inquire into the rent problems 
of this Colony, a determination 
to see that landlords and 
tenants get fair treatment, in 
effect, is to be commended.

The Road Toll 


On the roads the safety fac- 
tor still leaves considerable room 
for improvement, although no 
one can deny that the day of] 
motoring for the multitude is 
with us. Despite the tremendous) 
toll of life on the roads and an 
occasional rail disaster, people 
use railways and mechanically 
propelled road vehicles ~as a 
matter of course, because they 
have become accustomed — to 
them.. The. boon, of, rapid, and 


convenient transportation has ee 


nullified the fear of a possible 
accident. : 


What has happened in the 
case of ground transport will 
eventually take place with air- 
craft. Increased engine power, 
which makes it possible for 
machines to reach their destina- 
tion with one or more motors 
out of action, and improved de- 
sign and construction, enable 
modern air liners to compare 
Sle ae with ground vchi- 
cles. 


The weather is the principal 
enemy with which an airman 
has to contend, and: wireless is 
the weapon with which he 
fights. Two-way telephony, 
radio beacons, and directional 
beams are all playing their part 
in keeping aireraft on their cor- 
rect course. 


The publicity given to every 
acropiine accident, in which 
only too often bumpy landings 
resulting in a broken under- 
carriage are erroncously termed’ 
“crash,” tends to arouse un- 
easiness in .-the public mind, 
which is insufficiently schooled 
to distinguish between service 
flying, in which risks are essen- 
tial to training; private flying, 
carried out by individuals who 
are not necessarily experts; and 
commercial flying, in whith 
every pilot has attained a high 
standard of reliability before he 
is allowed to take control. ° 


With regard to commercial 
aviation, the -Acronautical Re- 
search Committee, an important 
scientific body, has expressed 2° 
considered opinion that “flying 
ma ynow be regarded as a safe 
menns of transport,” ;

Henry James Ball, Judge of the Court of Summary Jurisdiction 
during ‘the ‘sixties of the Inst century. 


Mr. Henry James Ball was 
vorn in England in 1819, and 
received an excellent education 
amply fitting him for a career 
in the legal profession. 


He was educated at both Oxford 
‘and the University of London, from 
which Institutions of learning, he 
received the degrees of Bachclor of 
Arts. 


Whilst he was apparently not in- 
terested in the Jaw ag a_carcor-unul 
his Inte twenties, he took it up with 
avidity and served us Special Pleader 
from 1846 to 1853. In the _Jatter 
year, he was culled to the Bar of 

the Home Court, and two years Jater 

“was well established on a carcer in 

Her Majesty's Civil Service—being 

appointed Attorney General of, Brie 

tish Honduras, 

His uppointment: to Hongkong 
cume about through the fortuitous 
establishment of the now defunct 
“Court of Summary Jurisdiction and 
arranging for the nomination of a 
Judge thercof’—an Act passed by 
the Legistative Council on March 22, 
1862. The Scerctary of State being 
duly notified ond signifying his 

“+ approval, designated Mr, Ball as the 
man to fill the new post. Mr, Ball 

himself was upparently under the im- 

pression that he had been named a 

Puisne Judge,, and did not realise 
the difference until he was personally 


appraised of the fact by the Secre-, 


tary of State previous to leaving 
London for Hongkong. 
He arrived in the Colony on July 
7, 1862, and was soon to prove his 
mettle as a brilliant but wholly 
blased and temperamental jurist. 
It was revealed, too, that the Judge 
was unfortunately suffering from 
epilepsy, which on account of the 
suddenness of its nttacks were to 
render the Court sessions extremely 
precarious, Indeed, the mnlady wis 
to colour many ‘of the decisions de- 
‘Hivered In Court; for he often took 
the liberty of “stretching the law" 
and giving the limit to some “poor 
« devil” who had run afoul of the law 
and who had been tried and sen- 
teneed under his jurisdiction. 


Mr. Ball specdily acquired the re- 
putation of ‘being a “hard-boiled” 
Judge, but it was not untll the pass- 
nge of the’ notorious “Flogging Or- 
dinanee” (No. 12 of 1865) that he 
leapt into prominence when he clear 
ly stated that be “would make no 
distinction belween Europeans and 
Chinese, ond in any case In which 
personal violence was used, he would 
pass a sentence which would include 
corporal punishment,” 


FLOGGING ORDINANCE 


Mr, Gall soon &eeume = greatly 
criticised for hls interpretation of the 
“flogging: ordinance", as he seemed 
to absolutely misconccive its real 
purpose, The act-was designed by its 
tramers to act os a. wholesome (eter- 
rent to the “crime wave" of robbery 
by violence which had broken out in 
the latter. part.of the year 1664 ond 
the first months of 1865. The rob- 
bers were Chinese riff-raf—former 
Talep’ing rebels and pirates—who 
Nocke@ from the malnland in search 
of “easy pickings’ on the island. 

Imprisonment did not seem to be 
effective, and Uke the present wave 
of “bag snatching’ something more 


terrifying than simple incarceration !

Flogging’? was thought to be the

He seemed to taht a sort of sadistic 
gice in subjecting men of his own 
nationality to the torments of the 
scorplon-lash, and upon one occasion 
whilst serving as Acting Chicf Justice 
fn the absence of Sir John Smale, 
he sentenced, a European named 
John Thompson to threquycars’ jm~ 
prisonment with fifty lashes to be 
thrice administered to him in public 
during the period of his confinement, 

Thompson hid been convicted of 
house-brealting and the use of stupe- 
fyingg drugs in an effort to commit 
robbery, but the sentence meted out 
to bim by the obdurate Judge was 
too much for the sensibilities of the 
European community, who forth- 
with petitioned the Governor, Sir 
Nichard Graves MacDonnell, to remit 
the flogging part of the sentence, 
‘pointing out what a serious loss to 
British prestige it would be if one 
of thelr nationallty were flogged in 
public.” 

History docs not record whether 
the petition was successful or not, 
but the probabilitics ure that it was 
not, as there are other Instances of

Mr. Ball was fated to not long

none was meant.

According to 2 London message, 
un emphatic denial of the allegations 
by some of the.accused In the Moscow 
treason trial that they acted us 
agents of the British Government 
with a view to overthrowing the 
Soviet regime, was given by Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain in the House, of 
Commons in reply to several ques- 
tions. ° 5 k 

The Prime Minister sald: “I am 
aware of the prejudicial effect on 
Anglo-Soviet relations likely to be 
produced within the Sovict Union by 
the evidence given in this trial, but 
1 doubt whether. the allegations, 
which are totally untruc, would be 
given any ercdit in this country, or, 
indeed, anywhere outside the Soviet 
Union. . 

“J feel I need hardly assure the 
House, that the Government has not 
been guilty of any breach — of 
agreement with the Sovict Govern- 
ment and has not employed any of 
those names which haye been 
mentioned, ‘to work for ‘the~ British 
intelligence service, or engaged in 
any subversive activities against the 
Sovict Government.” 

With reference to the suggestion 
by Miss EB. Wilkinson that Lady 
Muriel Paget had been lecturing on

In the Rugby League, the matter 
is more acute because the average 
game contains between’ 60 and 80 
scrummages, whereas in o Rugby 
Union match, the number may not 
exceed 30 to 40, because the line-out 
ts used to bring the ball into play. 

The Rugby League, which must 
cater for the spectacular, cannot 
afford to havo the game held up by 
these delays. Yet the truth stands 
out that the Rugby League {s' no 
nearer o solution of its scrummaging 
problem, 

A former member of the Rugby 
League Council, Mr. E. Osborne, has 
gone so far os to suggest the aboli- 
tion of the scrum from the game and 
a reduction in the number of players 
from 13 to 10. Neither proposal has 
commanded any measure of official 
support, but the mere fact that it 
hos been propounded shows the ex- 


tent to which the problem has ex-|- 


asperated and puzzled many 
best brains. . 

The rulers of the Rugby League 
contend that the rules are perfcct— 
if only the players will play to them 
and referees insist upon their obser- 
vance. 


ELEMENT OVERLOOKED 


In League circles the trouble is 
attributed to bonuses. and points— 
the excessive keenness produced. by 
ihe extra moncy at stake for win- 
ning compared with losing moncy. 

Is it not'that In framing rules and 
regulations the duthoritles, both 
Union and League, overlooks: the, 
greatest factor of all—human nature? 

Probably the Inst thing the major- 
ity of players think about is cheat- 
ing, yet if the facts be faced, thot is 
the only word which can truthfully 
be applied to the men responsible for 
scrummaging faults. , 


SIMPLIFY RULES 


Sometimes, in the League. game 
éspecialiy, it is” the half-backs who 
persist In putting the ball in unfalrly. 
At other times the outside forwards 
ure guilty of fect up, or of hooking 
for the ball before it is properly in.

ASSAILANT. GOES 
TO PRISON 


Originally charged with causing 
grievous bodily harm to Szeto Yuk, 
20, a painter, in the Hongkong Foot-

Detective-Sergeant J. Bentley, who 
prosecuted, stated that Lau and his 
wife were sitting in the Hongkong 
Football Club ground about 9 p.m.

up to them and asked what they 
were doing there. He also told them 
that {€ they were arrested they 
would be fined $200. He then 
searched the worhan but found 
nothing on her, but on golng through 
Lau's pockets cnme upon elght cents 
which he took. 

Lau remonstrated with Szeto, who 
called out, as if to some friends who 
he ‘claimed were nearby, and at the 
same time strttck Lau in the face. 
Lou then drew a penknife and 
struck Szcto twice In the back. 


NOT STRONG ENOUGH 


Lau stated in evidence that he was 
not strong cnough to fight Szeto, so 
used his Icnife. 

After corroborative evidence had 
been given by the wife, Chan Wate 
fong, Police-Sergeant H. Danbrowsky 
said he was near at hand, and on 
hearing shouts ran to the scene, and 
saw defendant and complainant 
struggling with cach other, Lau 
reported to him that Szeto had taken 
cight cents from him, and that he 
had used a knife on the man.

The theft of a large quantity of 
dynamite and detonniors! from. the 
foreshore at Kennedy Town ‘on 
February 4 last was recalled at the 
Central Magistracy this morning 
when Yip Kwong, 32, was charged 
before Mr. H. R. Butters with steal- 
ing, together with others not in 
custody, four boxes of dynamite, 
1,300 detonators and 20 ‘colls of fuse 
from a fishing junk, -

that the dangerous goods had 
originally been brought from Green 
Island on board ao junk for the use 
of a contractor's “firm.” During “the 
absence of the junk crew, defendant, 
with five others, came alongside the 
Junk in a motorboat,- towed it into 
the harbour and transferred the 
dynamite, detonators and -fuse -to 
another junk, which sailed away.
